winds are causing well grounded fear 
of fires that have been smoldering in 
the forests of this district, and there 
may be danger of a conflagration. 
At Funkley and Houpt, northwest 
of here, the forty-mile-an-hour gale 
of the past twelve hours has fanned 
smoking logs into pillars of flame, 
which have spread until the residents 
of those two places are alarmed over 
the safety of their houses. 
At both 
places the fires became so hot and so 
close to the village that boxcars were 
taken from the siding. The wires are 
down, but overland reports are that 
neither village will be consumed. 
Fire broke out In the sorting shed 
of the big Bemidji mill on the oppo­ 
site shore of the lake here, but the 
wind blew the flames away from the 
other buildings and lumber. 
The Be­ 
midji fire engine made the run of four 
miles to the mill and by midnight the 
fire was well checked.

be several thousand dollars.

President Ripley occupied the stand 
until 2:30 in the afternoon, and was 
followed by W. E. Bailey, general au­ 
ditor of the system, and James Pea­ 
body, Santa Fe statistician, who were 
questioned 'doaely regarding items of 
expense and earnings contained in dif­ 
ferent exhibits presented by the rail­ 
road. 
The pessimistic view of the presi­ 
dent of the road came in the direct 
examination by Attorney I rank Lyon, 
counsel for the interstate commerce 
commission, and followed

concerning what proportion of each 
dollar earned by the road was re­ 
turned to the public in the shape of 
wages for labor and in operating ex­ 
penses. 


Had Paid Its Dividends. 


Reverting to the subject later in the 
hearing 
under cross-examination by 
Attorney t'Mfford Thome, representing 
live stock shippers in Iowa, Mr. Rip­ 
ley admitted that for ten years the 
Santa Fe had i/aid its dividends. 
Si>eeial Examiner Brown shut off 
questions touching the bond issue for 
the Kansas City depot, saying

Mr. At­ 
wood compared the amount with much 
smaller figures for a similar charge in 
other years. 
Mr. Atwood— Let me ask you if this 
triple disposition of funds, more than 
three times that of the good year 1909, 
to this fuel reserve, was done because 
there was in the mind of the manage­ 
ment the idea that it would help to 
make this lean showing that. Is to be 
employed as an argument before the 
commission now? 
Mr. Ripley—I do not think it had 
any influence. 
It certainly did not 
with me. 
The examination of President Rip­ 
ley was interrupted by the midday 
recess. 
W. E. Bailey, general auditor of the 
system, was the next witness and at 
once plunged into an array, of figures 
showing the Increase in wages paid by 
the system now over what was so 
spent in former years.

attention to the fact that so far as cir- j 
cu m stn n ces would permit they faced j 
conditions of tem perature as in their 
wild states.

The zoo m onkey got that 
out of doors in summer.

Cold Air Doctrine Tried. 


The next fall tin* zoo purchased its 
usual consignm ent of m onkeys, most 
o f them fresh from the tropics and In 
good condition 
As usual, though, five

to h ero in e sad and m angy specim ens, 
havin g practically no hair and with 
skin drawn tightly around their bonos 
—feeble, timid and feverish. 
At Dr. E v a n s’ su ggestion th ese were 
placed aside as sa fe su bjects for ex 
pertinent, and as the w inter ca m e on 
they w ere kept iii a place w h ere they 
were constantly exposed to its chill 
ing drafts.

Oy D e Vry at once revised his philos­ 
ophy of anim al hygiene; he recognized 
that the point w a s not to m ak e the cli­ 
mate adaptable to your anim al, but to 
make your animal adapt itself to th* 
clim ate. 
T h e Lincoln park zoo. win- 
tei and sum m er, becam e an open air. 
cold air zoo. As a result o f this reform 
there is no more tuberculosis iu the 
park. 
In five years there has not been 
a single death from this disease. 


People Also Thrive. 


E ven ts soon ga v e this sa m e Dr. Ev 
ans a large m easure of influence over \ 
health conditions in Chicago. 
When 
Mayor R u sse cam e into office in Jau 
i 
nary. 1907. his greatest problem was 
tin* selectin g o f a health com m issioner. 
W hen he declared that he w ould ap­ 
point any man w hom the medical pr 
fissio n should select a big com m ittee 
of Chicago doctors unanim ously deck; 
cd on Dr. Evans. 
In an investigation early in his term 
Dr. E vans sh o w ed precisely the kind 
of air that tin* people of Chicago were 
breathing. 
T he laboratory experts re- 1 
ported that in one of the largest the­ 
aters the air w as worse than that iu

prison cells. 
In 
the street 
cars the passengers w ere breathing. 
along with m inim um quantities o f o x y ­ 
gen. 
microscopic 
particles of 
"soot. 
sand. hair. starch, 
wool 
from cloth 
ing” and other materials. This descrip­ 
tion. of course, 
tits 
most 
American 
cities. 
H ygien ists d ivide the contagious dis 
cases chiefly into three classes as be­ 
ing caused by one o f three tilings—im ­ 
pure water, im pure food or im pure air 
Typhoid is the most important disease 
of the ti cst class and is caused main 
Iv by drinking im pure water. 
D yseu 
tory is iii** most important of tile sec 
mid. caused largely by catin g impure 
food, w hile the d iseases most com mon 
Iv caused by im pure air are tubercuio 
sis. pneumonia and bronchitis. 
E veryw here modern scien ce has made 
wonderful progress in com b atin g the 
diseases caused by bud w ater and bad 
food. 
Take the city of Chicago for 
exam ple. 
It built its fam ous drainage 
canal and at a stroke cut dow n its ty 
phoid rate nearly 500 per cent. 
By 
the careful inspection of food, esp ecial­ 
ly the hahies" milk supply, the d y s en ­ 
tery death rate w as cut in half. 
Bur 
the story of tin* impure air d iseases is 
not so reassuring. 
When Dr 
Evans took charge o f the 
health department 
these d iscases iu- 
.tead of decreasing w ere increasing. 
N ew York. Boston and other American 


I cities had m ade great progress in su b­ 
du ing tuberculosis. 
In 
C hicago the 
progress w as alm ost inappreciable. 
P neum onia 
w as

; Mort* people were d yin g o f this than 
; of an y other disease, 
in Chicago fifty 
1 years ago pneum onia ranked eighth as 
the m ost frequent ca u se o f death.

! age o f w ater vapor. 
T he C hicago schools and the public 
, schools in nearly all A m erican cities 
took tiffs hum id it lr from outdoors and 
heated it until nearly all the w ater 
! w as squeezed out. 
T he school rooms 
were thus filled w ith air the relative 
hum idity o f which w a s only IN. w here 
as nature's ow n air contains about 72. 
The child su bjected to such an atm os 
pliore for any length o f tim e becom es 
kiln dried and unfitted to perform the 
usual fu n ction s o f ids body, to say 
nothing of Ids mind. 
As a result o f this agitation the Chi­ 
cago educational sy stem has originat­ 
ed a new verb, "to hum idify."
